RELIEf Of DESTITUTE. 


The grave question is: 
How soon 


will an adequate supply of food arrive 
from'outside points, avert famine and 
destitution. 
There is little food in 


San Francisco outside of what Httls 
each person possesses, and this can 
not last more than a few days. San 
Francisco is geographically an iso- 
lated city. Its nearest large neighbor 
on the south is Los Angeles, 500 miles 
away. To the north is Portland1, near- 
ly ^00 miles distant, and its nearest 
sister in the great east is Salt Lake 
City, 1,000 miles away. These cities 
and all of the less populated towns 
are making sacrifices for the destitute 
here, but it is to the big cities of the 
nation that San Francisco looks with 
anxious eyes for relief. 


The bakers .have agreed to work 


their plants to their utmost capacity 
and to, send all their surplus output 
,ito the relief committee. By working' 
night and day it is believed that thous- 
ands of loaves of bread can be fur- 
nished daily. 


At the .headquarters of the relief 


detail of 


all day- long. 'The refugees stand pa- 
tiently in line and there'is not a; mur- 
mur. This characteristic is observable 
all over the city. The people are 
brave and patient and the wonderful 
order preserved by "them has: been of 
great assistance. In Golden Gate park 
are encamped 200,000 people. A huge 
supply station has been 
established 


there and provisions are being dealt 
wt Probably 100,000 more people are 
camped in vacant lots and squares 
scattered about the city, and these are 
the unfortunates that are hard to 
reach. The banks have not yet decid- 
ed what, to do. All the vaults are in- 
tact, and as soon as quarters can be 
provided business will be resumed. 


SECRETS OF CHINATOWN.

It cost from ?C,000.000 
to $7,000,000, took twenty-five years iu 
construction and was surmounted by 
a dome 332 feet high. It was thought 
to be very .solidly constructed, being 
built substantially of brick, with the 
walls covered by cement. The interior 
oJ the dome was decorated with ex- 
pensive marbles taken from the Pa- 
cific coast mountains. 


Another very fine building, which 


cost over $5,000.000, Is the splendid ho- 
tel erected by Mrs. Herman Oelrlchs 
on fashionable Nob hill. Mrs. Oelrlchs, 
who 1^ a daughter of the late Senator 
Fair, has shown fine taste In the an 
cbltectural plans of Fairmont, the ap- 
propriate name of the new hotel.

The chief street of the city Is Mar- 


ket, running diagonally for many miles. 
The destructiou of many of the depart- 
ment stores aud other business blocks 
on Market and Mission streets was al- 
most complete. Fire added to the hor- 
rors of the situation, and, as'the water 
mains had been burst by the shock, 
the tire department w«s helpless. The 
flames ate their way along Market 
street, and other fires started In differ- 
ent parts of the city. 


As the earthquake occurred but a 


little after 5 o'clock la" the morning, 
practically the entire population was In 


bed. 
Men and women rushed wildly 


forth Irf their night robes and fled in 
panic through the streets. Many were 
caught by the falling roofs and walls, 
and Iu the poorer districts the tene- 
ments collapsed like eggshells, crush- 
ng and suffocating their inmates be- 
fore they had time to escape.

was destroyed. 


In 1904 there was a severe seismic 


disturbance in Los Angeles, which was 
felt throughout the city and for a 
radius of several miles around.

The practical destruction of six or 


eight blocks, coupled with the Immense 
loss of life and damage to property 
throughout San Francisco and the en- 
tire coast region, makes this the worst 
earthquake disaster in American his- 
tory, exceeding even the 
historic 


Charleston earthquake of a few years 
ago. 


San Francisco has suffered 
from 


many slight seismic shocks, one of 
them occurring about a year ago. At 
that time a long article Appeared In 
one of the papers, signed by a pro- 
fessor In one of the observatories near 
by. stating that there was no partlc-, 
alar danger from these tremors of the 
earth's surface. The coast region, ac- j 
cording to this writer, was newer than { 
parts of the country farther east aud 
was therefore settling. He said peo- 
ple should feel no alarm, as nothing 
serious was liable to happen.

Golden Gate region has been doing 
some more "settling."
